Hog tho riots can he degraded. for a timo ; 
but the main demands, that Hunan shall ba 
made safe te tho foreign travellor, and tho 
isane from it of infamous anti-Christian lite- 
ralure be stopped, are very serious oneah 
tho Ohinese govarnment. ‘Hunan is a aelie 
contained province, 80,000 square miles in 
area, with a popalution.of 20 millions Itis 
a wealthy provin-e, and ‘the people in 
geveral are steong and well-mado, and have 
n decidedly comfortable appearance. They 
fay great attention to education, are manly 
and straightforward, and from the groat 
proportion of them who havestravelled, aro, 
for Chinamen, exvovdingly well-informed. 
A large sumber of the high officials of the 
Empire, both civil and military, including 
some of the ablest, honestest, and most 
trusted of them, are natives of Hunan. 
. The people are summewhat tarbu- 
lent, and there are a great uumbor of dis. 
charged "' braves" awonget ther + for the 
backbone of the Ohinere armies are Hu- 
nance,’ . 

What ia tho unfortunate Chiuvse govern- 
mont to do with this province? The 
Foroign Ministers say that it is to bo made 
aule for fureigners to visit ; but how is the 
central government to do it? There isa 
strong Viceroy at Wuchang, a man whe is 
not s.soldicr bimeolf, bat who is in the 
hahit of being obeyed, and who has the 
reputation of having kept the Freuch out, 
of Ganton—with the aid of a Hunan mon, 
Péng Yii-lin—during the Franco-Chinese 
troubles, Chang Obih-tung, tho Viceroy, 
ordered Hunan to receive a government 
telegraph line; but the Hunanese would 
not have it, and thay burnt the poles, sank 
the wire, nnd drove the conatructors heud- 
long out of the province. If t' o Hunsneso 
langh at their Grovernor and heir Viceroy, 
who aro hear at hand, what attention 
will they pay to tho orders of the cen- 
tral government? The government will 
have to employ force, but its best soldiars 
are Hunancse, who will -not fight againat 
their fallow-provinoiats ; and if it brings Li 
Hung-chong's Auhui men from ‘Tiontsin, 
and tha Anhui men are the only other 
troops in the empire who sre goud for any- 
thing, there will be an actual civil war. 
Hunan will break ont into opun rebellion, 
and it will have sympathisers oll over 
Qhina, both among the civil officials nnd 
the soldiory : two-thirds of the troops iv 
and about Shanghai ara Hunan mon. The 
Paking government dare not, a8 an ajgerna~ 
tive, say to the mandatory of tffo a 
Powers, ‘Wo bave no troops on whom we 
cau rely to coerce Hutian, and we authorise 
.you to do it,’ because the Emperor eamnot 

nour the disgrace of goimg down te_pustdri- 
ty as the man who hired foreign troops to 
coerce hia own subjects, Whatever the 
success of tls measures tuken—and it would 
undoubtedly be a great gaia to » province Ro 
rich in minerals as Hunan to be opened to 
foroign enterprise—the stain would remain 
for all time on tbe name of Kuang Heit. 
We vannot but sympathise with Peking im 
the difficuily of the task that ia set in; but 
one’ yovernments are perfectly right in 
insisting on its being performod: tha’ 
treaties cannot be carried gut, and foreign 
life and property cannut be secure, as loug 
as one important province is allowed to defy 
the central government, and te be the foun- 
tain from which anti-forcign poison is dis- 
peraed all over the Empire.
